Yefterday arriv’d a Mail from France. 

The lait Advices from Madrid fay, that an Exprefs 
was very lately arriv’d there from the Prince de Campo 
Florido the Spanith Minilter at Paris, with Difpatches 
both from that Prince, and from the Count de Montijo 
who ftopp'd at Paris in his Way to the Dyet of Franc- 
fort ; that the Conients of the Letters are kept very 
fecret, but chat ’tis certain the Spanith Court is not at 
all pleafed with them ; and that for this Reafon the 
Count de la Marck’s Friends are very glad he was gone 
before they came. 

They write from Hanover, that the Baron de Sax- 
heim, who is come with an important Commifhon to 
that Court from the Queen of Hungary and the Great 
Duke of Tufcany, has had feveral Conferences with 
the Minifters of that Ele¢torate, concerning the Saccours 
which the Queen of Hungary promifes herfelf from the 
King of Great Britain in the prefent Juncture. ‘They 
tell us that the Miniflers affur’d the Baron, that the 
Queen might depend on the King’s punctual Perform- 
ance of the Engagements he was under by the Guaranty 
of the Pragmatic Sanétion: That his Majefty hop'd 
feveral other Powers concern’d in the faid Guaranty 
would fecond his good Intentions ;° but as the Methods 
fora Reconciliation ought always to be try’d, fo long 
as there were Hopes of any Succefs, #& was neceflary, 
before coming to a Determination, to wait the Succefs 
of the new Minifter juft fent to Berlin ; viz. the Baron 
de Schweigeldt, a Member of the Privy-Céuncil and of . 
the War-Office, who is to propofe to the King of Pruf- 
fia’s Minifters certain Preliminaries for an siccommo- 
dation.

x We hear red on ‘I'burfday laft ended the Affizes at 
Northampton, where Bryan Connell (taken up in Sep- 
tember lait by Col. De Veil, for the Murder of Richard 
Brimley a Butcher at Loufey Weedon, a Village near 
Northampton) took his ‘Trial, which lalted above three 
Hours, when he was found guilty both of the Murder 
and Robbery. It appeared that he, with fome other 
Perfons not yet taken, gave him 14 or 15 Wounds, 
and cut off his Head, fo that it hung only by fome 
Sinews. And Elizabeth Watfon, who was Evidence 
for the King, and who was committed allo by Col. De 
Veil as fuch, gave her Teftimony fo clearly, and gave 
fo exa&t an Account of every Circumftance attending 
that cruel Murder, that the Judge and all the Hearers 
were perfectly fatisfied : Belides which, the Perfons at 
whofe Houfes the Murderers lay appeared in Court, 
to juftify that they were there the Night before the Mur- 
der, and brought fome of the Murderers Goods which 
had been left there. Amongit other Things there was 
an extraordinary Piece of Evidence given by Elizabeth 
Watfon, that walking fome Time after the Murder, 
juft upon the Spot of Ground where it was committed, 
with Bryan Connell, and one or two more of that Gang, 
he faw a Robin Red Breaft in a Buth, and threw the 
Stick he had in his Hand at it, and knock’d it down, 
and bringing it to Elizabeth Watfon faid, this is not 
the firft Thing kill’d here, this is the Place where we 
murder’d the Batcher. ‘There were at Northampton 
fome Newgate Sollicitors, and other infamous Perfons 
of which Col. De Veil had Notice) and who were well 
ee to him, who came to attend the Trial of Bryan 
Connecil, to fwear him elfewhere at the Time of the 
Murder, and to give him a good Character ; but their 
own being fo well known to the Colonel (tho’ ten in 
Nuniber) not one appeared in Court. 

Col. De Veil, at his leaving Northampton, had the 
Honour to be thank'd publickly in the Name of the 
County by the High Sheriff of it, for the good Service 
he had done, and the Pains he had taken, in bringing 
fo barbarous a Murder to Light, and received great 
Civilities from the whole Town of Northampton. 

Bryan Connell is to be hang’d in Chains on the Spot 
where the Marder was committed.
